The Final Date Now Fixed for 
the Execution of Maxwell. 


The State Supreme Court Takes 
Away His Last Hope To-Day 


By Overruling the Motion for a Re- 
hearing in His Case. 


Preller’s Murderer at Last Face to Face 
With the Gallows—His Only Chance of 
Escape Now Lies with the Supreme Court 
of the United States—A Dramatic Inter- 
view With the Little Chloroformer—How 
Hie Received the News—Full Text of the 
Decision of the State Supreme Court To- 
Day—The Murderer’s Attorney States the 
Technicalities on Which He Hopes He 
May Still Save His Client’s Neck. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspatecrn. 

JEFFERSON Cirr, Mo., July 7.—The Supreme 
Court met at9 o’clock. The Court rendered 
the following opinion: State, respondent vs. 
Hugh Mottram Brooks, appellant. A motion 
for rehearing has been filed in this case, and 
among the other reasons assigned for granting 
the prayer of the motion it is insisted that the 
ruling made inthe decision rendered, to the 
effect that the failure of the Court (although 
not requested to do so) to instructthe jury 
that an extra judicial confession unless cor- 
roborated by other evidence as to the corpus 
delicti would not justify nor anutborize a 
conviction, was not reversible error, 
is in conflict with Section 1908, revised 
statutes. This section appears for the first 
time iu the revision of 1879, and is as follows: 

SECTION 1908. Order of Trial—The jury being 
empanneled and sworn, the trial may proceed 
in the following order: First, the Prosecuting- 
Attorney must state the case and offer the 
evidence in support of the prosecution; 
second, the defendant or his counsel may 
then state his defense and offer. evi- 
dence in support thereof; third, the parties 
may then respectively offer rebutting 
test peony only unless the Court for good rea- 
son, in furtherance of justice, permit them to 
offer evidence upon their own original 
case; fourth, the Court must instruct the jury 
in writing upon all questions of law arising in 
the case, which are necessary for their in- 
formation in giving their verdict; fifth, unless 
the case be submitted without argument, the 
counsel for the prosecution shall make the 
opening argument, the counsel for defendant 
shall follow and the counsel for the prosecu- 
tion shall conclude the argument. This sec- 
tion of the statute was borrowed from 
an Indiana statute which had re- 
ceived judicial construction in the case 
of Rollins va. the State, 62d Indiana, page 46, 
when it was incorporated in the revision of 
1879. The Iudiana statute provides (vide Re- 
vised Statutes Indiana, 1881, page 340) that 
ein charging the jury he (the Court) must 
state to them all matters of law necessary for 
their information in giving their verdict.’’ It 
will be seen that the language employed in 


said Section 1908 is identical in sub- 
stance with the Indiana statute. It 
as follows: The Court must 


18 
instruct the jury upon all questions of law 
arising in the ease, which are necessary for 
their information in giving the verdict.’’ 


IN FURTHER PROOF 

that said section 1908 is borrowed from the In- 
diana statutes it will be found on comparison, 
which comparison we have made, that the 
first, second and third clauses of said section 
as well as what precedes these clauses are ver- 
batim copies of the same clauses of the Indi- 
ana statute. In construing this statute, itis 
‘distinctly held by the Supreme Court of Indi- 
a 


na in the Rollins case, heretofore 
cited, that when the instructions given 
to the jury are fright, as far as 


they go, the mere failure of the Court to in- 
struct as to other proper matters is not avail- 
able as error where no request to so further 
instruct is made. The docrine of this case 
was reaffirmed in the case of Adams vs. The 
State, Sixty-fifth Indiana, decided in the May 
term, 1879, from which we quote the follow- 
ing: ‘‘The Court directed the attention of the 
jury to the points that in manslaughter, as 
well as in murder, there was the common 
element of intentto kill, but throughout the 
instructions the jury was never informed 
that there was or could be manslaughter with- 
out any intontion to kill. It is this omission 
of the Court to instruct the jury in regard to 
the grade of homicide well recognized in and 
by our laws, of which appellant's counsel com- 
plained in argument, but it seems to us ap- 
pellant is in no condition to complain in this 
Court of the omission of the Circuit Court to 
instruct the jury fully in regard to involuntary 
| manslaughter. No complaint is made by ap- 


pellant of the instructions given, but 
the only complaint is that the Court 
omitted an instruction which the 


appellant claims was applicable to the case 
made by the evidence and ought to have been 
given. This may be conceded, but before the 
Court could be charged with positive error on 
account of its omission to instruct the jury in 
relation to involuntary manslaughter it was 
nece ssary we think thatthe appellant should 
have requested such an instruction. If the 
| appellant had requested such an instruction 
and if the Court had failed or refused to com- 
ply with such requést, then, but not until 
oom - 


then, the appellant could have 
plained of the omission of the Court | 
to instruct the jury in relation 


to involuntary manslaughter as probably er- 
roneous. The record fails to show that the 
appellant requested any such an instruction 
and therefore he cannot be heard to complain 
of the Court’s omission to give such in- 
structions.’’ It is a principle so well estab- 
lished as not to require the citation of author- 
ities to support it, that when the Legislature 
borrews or incorporates in the statutes of this

roboration as to the corpus delicti in the other 
evidence is not well taken. 
THE OTHER POINTS 

relied upon in the motion for rehearing it is 
unnecessary to notice, further than to say that 
they were considered in the opinion delivered, 
and ruled upon adversely to the views of de- 
fendant’s counsel. The motion for rehearing 
is overruled, and in this ali the judges concur, 
except Judge Sherwood, who does not.

THE NEWS IN Sr. LOUIS. 


How It Was Received by Maxwell, His. At- 
torney and the Public Generally. 


The news that the Supreme Court had over- 
ruled the motion for a rehearing in Maxwell’s 
case, and had thus practically taken 
away his last chance of life, was first 
carried to the Four Courts and to 
Maxwell by a Posr-Drsrarcen reporter. 

As Maxwell approached his visitor in the 


jail it was evident that he was nervous in his 
apprebension af the news. There was an in- 
9 in his loek. 

‘‘A telegram has been received, Maxwell, 
stating that your motion for a rehearing has 
been overruled.’’ 

Ah, yes, in quick nervous tones. The 
prisoner’s brow gathered in a frown; the chin 
dropped just perceptibly, and the veins in the 
temple grew distended, giving evidence of the 
mental blow the news had been, evidence the 
prisoner, somewhat schooled to surprises, 
could not control. That old seif-conscious- 
ness seized him too, and with a desire for 
mechanical occupation his hands sought his 

ockets for the inevitable cigarette materials. 
Ie was nervous as he rolled the weed. The 
paper trembled like an aspen leaf ina breeze 
and he sank into a chalr. Theappearance was 
notabject. The self-control under the cir- 
cumstances was magnificent, but the 
great nervous tension wasthere. As the talk 

rogressed Maxwell plucked at his mustache. 
twas nota caressing twirl. It was a pull 
that drew awry the lips and made a white line 
above its distended muscle. The man talked 
slowly. His words were chosen and issued 
with staccato abruptness between the great 
heart-throbs that made the right foot, which 
was crossed over the left knee, beatlikea 
laboring engine. These things were noticea- 
dle as one watched him intently with a view 
of a mental inventory. The little fellow felt 
hunted. 

Were you prepared for that action?“ 

‘‘l—~ab—can’t say I was—I had regarded—the 
motion as a—particularly strong one. Not 
from my own—opinion; but all the members 
of the bar had said it was. And visitors—from 
other States with whom I talked—ah—said so 
too,’’ finishing with a rising inflection, as if 
the sentence were uncompleted. 

What will be done now?’’ 

„Well, my attorneys will try to go to the 
Supreme Court of the United States on the 
constitutional points. 

Have you any faith In them?’’ 

That wasapretty brutal question as it im- 
plied that the last plank to which the doomed 
man clung was retten. The prisoner felt that 
it was hard. The trown deepened on his brow 
and he sank lower in his chair Uke a man 
avoiding the gaze of a congregation. 

My atoorneys say the pofnts are good. Mr. 
Fauntieroy saya they are stronger than those 
in the Jack Hayes case.“ 

Well, you — pe know in that case that 
the Supreme Court refused to tnterfere?’’ 


‘*Yes, but——’’ and the reat of the sentence 
was unfinished. After a wait the reporter 
said:

The points on which your attorneys intend 
to reach the Supreme Court of the United 
States bave been looked into by lawyers and 
they are pronounced so weak as not to be sutf- 
ficient fora judge in chambers to decide that 
they made a prima faces case. 

That was unkind, too, but the man was 
hardly realizing his danger, or rather he 
was deludin himself with false hope. Wis 
reply showed that. 

„„ only know what my attorneys say, and 
they tell me the points are very strong.’’ 

Others had come in to see the prisoner. 
They were standing about him listening to 
every word, watching every motion. 
He was a dead man in their 
eyes. The studied stillness of the 
prisoner, his unchanging position, except 
such motion as the pulsation of his heart gave 
to his body, had made himan ae spot of 
repose for the flies They wereon his hands 
and over his trousers and upon his shoes, from 
which they were eating the blacking. Maxwell 
bad no collar on, and a dewy, clammy — 
perspiration was on his neck. ‘he 
flies took to that, and it seemed 
that they were really inposing on 
him. One felt like taking a newspaper and 
fanning the insects away as you brush them 
from the helpless face of a pedestrian that 
has been run over * a dray. And the listen- 
ers were abeut him like the people that the 
police push back and say, give him air.’’ 

Are youa member of any church, Max- 
well?’’ 

‘*I don’t know what you mean exactly.’’ 

„In England were you a communicant of 
anv church; were you a believer?’’’ 

‘*] don’t know as that isa matter of public 
interest at all. 

„It is though. 

„Why?“ 

„Because a man in your position is an object 
of public interest. When hope is abandoned 
the bravest men have found some consolation 
in religion. Now, you have been rather flip.

Perhaps the reporters have pre- 
ferred to quote the things you said that were 
of a humorous character, or had a touch of 
repartee in them. To be able to tell them 
that there was another side to the 
man, that he had moments when the jester 
disappeared and the man appreciated his posi- 
tion would draw some of their sympathy; the 
sympathy of the religiousfelement, and that is 
the most unselfish interest you could wish.“

Tears were in his eyes. For the first time, 
perbaps, since his incarceration the man was 
showing to the reporters a side of himself that 
he had carefully fended from all approach. It 
was, perhaps, this vulnerability to sympathy 
that had attracted Preller to him. was 
something about him now that tallied with the 
description of him gtven dy the English aMda- 
vite. as that same idea in the mind of the 
risoner?

MAXWELL’S FEW CHANCES. 

Mr. John I. Martin, one of Maxwell’s attor- 
neys, was seen. He had just received the fol- 
lowing telegram from Jefferson City.

When questioned upon the points on which 
it was hoped to reach the Supreme 
Court, the attorney said: ‘*‘There are 
three strong ones, and Mr. Fauntleroy is 
now —2 into the subject with a view of 
fortifying them.

Controversy. 


The question of the Presidential visit during 
the Grand Army Encampment next fail has 
been definitely settled. The President will 
not be here. This morning Mayor Francis, as 
Chairman ofthe special committee appointed 
by the General Executive Committee of the 
Grand Army Bacampment, received a letter 
from the Executive Mansion signed by 
President Cleveland, declining the invita- 
tion sent to him in February last by that 
special committee. At the same time Mayor 
Francis, as Chairman of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, which organized the Post-DISPATCH 
popular movement, and of the delegation 
which bore the popular invitation to Wash- 
ington, received a letter from President 
Cleveland withdrawing his acceptance of the 
invitation, and stating at greater length the 
reasons why he will not be here during the 
encampment. These letters were mailed at 
11 p. m., the night of July 4, and were de- 
livered at the Mayor’s office this morning. The 
first is as follows: 

EXEOUTIVE MANSION, 
WASHINGTON, July 4, 1887. 
To David R. Francis, Mayor of the Oity of St. 

Louis: Frank Gaiennie, President of the Mer- 


chants’ Exchange, and John W. Motie Com- 
mander Frank — Post No. 1, G. 4.

GENTLEMEN: While I have hitherto made 
no formal response to your invitation given in 
Febru last to myself and Mrs. Cleveland to 
attend the National Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, to held in St. Louis 
from the 27th to the 8th of September next, I 
have verbally indicated my purpose to accept 
it if I should find it possible then to be absent 
from Washington. 

The statement contained in your letter that 
the organization was neverinso flourishing a 
condition as now nor its membership so large; 
that no effort is being spared by the citizens of 
St. Louis to insure a welcome of unusual 
warmth at this, the first encampment of that 
body ever held ina Southern State, and your 
— tion that no — more fitting 
could be bestowed upon the valiant defenders 
of a common country bythe Chief Executive 
of a restored Union, and none would be more 
highly appreciated than that conferred by his 
presence at such atime and place, enlisted

CITY EXPENSES. 


GREAT DIFFICULTY ENCOUNTERED IN MAK- 
ING THE ANNUAL n ‘since 


Bids Received To- Day for &prinkling the 
Streets in Twenty-Six Districtea—A Propo- 
sition to Build a Million- Dollar Sewer in 
the Western Part of the City for Draining 
the Forest Park Residence Portioa—Mu- 
nicipal Notes. 


This morning the Ways and Means Co mmit 
tee of the House of Delegates met again to con- 
sider the appropriation bill for the ensuing 
year. Messrs. Stone, Clark, Weisenburger, 
Hays and Sullivan were in attendance. 
The first item of consequence reached was 
the appropriation for sewers. Mr. Weisen- 
burger eaid that since 183 the Sewer 
Commissioners bad failed to make any provis- 
ion for the southern sewer system, leaving 
one-eighth of the entire city with very im- 
perfect drainage. He said that the Health 
Department had repeatedly called attention 
to the insufficient drainage. It was claimed 
that the diphtheria which had visited about 
nine houses out of ten in the South End last 
winter was on account of the sewerage. 
Deputy Sewer Commissioner Wise was calied 
and stated that the department wanted to 
complete the sewer by covering the creek in 
which the sewer ends, ifthe money could be 
obtained. He estimated that it would cost 
about $20,000 to construct it fom Broadway to 
the sewer. No positive action was taken on 
this item. 

City Marshal Neiser and Pound-keeper Bar- 
ney Thorman, called in to get back the $3,000 


cut off of the dog-catching appropriation. 
Thorman claimed he could not feed his horses 
and pay his men for $8,000, and the appropria- 
tion was accordingly raised to 000, the 
amount allowed by the Council. Mr. Hays 
recorded his vote against the expenditure, as 
he did not think it an economic estimate, as 
he had been informed that some persons were 
willing to take the contract for the profit on 
the dead dogs. 

On the item of street reconstructions the 
committee struck out the following — art 
improvements: Second street, from Rutger to 
Geyer avenue; Poplar street, from Twelfth to 
Fourteenth street; Park avenue, from Broad- 
way to Eleventh street; Carr street, from First 
to Third street; Cass avenue, from Thir- 
teenth street to Hogan street. The Street 


Commissioner will be given an opportunity to 


discuss the necessity of the D recon- 
structions, and it is possibie that this item will 
be reconsidered. To-morrow the committee 
will vote on the estimates and prepare its re- 
port to the House. 


Private Enterprise. 


The property-owners between Sarah street 
and Forest Park are contemplating building a 
million-dollar sewer in the valley.

Three of the bids 
were informal, owing to small omissions in 
the preparation of the papers. According to 
the practice of the Board these will be re- 
advertised. Several of the bids received were 
lower than those submitted at the last award.

The action was 
hastened somewhat by frequent calls 
from the stockholders for a divi- 
sion of the surplus, and as it 
is against the policy of the management to 
water 298828 in any way, the resolution 
charging off the surplus and marking down 
the cost of the property was placed before the 
stockholders and adopted by them at the 
annual meeting. 


LUCKY HE DIDN'T FIND HER. 


A Man, Separated From His Wife, Suicides 
Near Her House. 


New YorK, July 7.—William H. Clark, a 
married man who was separated from his 
wife. and family, sbot himself in a fit of 
despondency, on the sidewalk in front of 
365 Wyckoff street, Brooklyn, where 
his wife lived. After he left dis 
family, Clark lived with his mother, who is in 
comfortable circumstances. It is thougnt 
that he contemplated shooting his wife 
first.

Taking his position in front 
of the bouse he drew a revolver from bis 
ocket and discherged one shot into his head, 
Filling himself instantly. 


A Destructive Storm.

CHARLES M. HAYS 


APPOINTED GENERAL MANAGER OF THE 
WABASH WESTERN RAILWAY. 


To Succeed the Late Archibald A. Talmage— 
One of the Two Youngest General Man- 
agers in the Country—Sketch of Mr. Hays, 
His Railroad Experience and the Reasons 
fer His Promotion. 


The temporary appointment of Mr. Charles 
M. Hays as general manager of the Wabash 
Western Railway, to succeed the late A. A. 


Talmage, has been permanently con- 
firmed by the Board of Direct- 
ors of the road at a meeting held in 


New York to-day. This intelligence was re- 
ceived by telegraph from New York with the 
further-intelligence that Mr. James F. How, 
Treasurer of the road, had been elected 
Vice-President. The two places left vacant 
by the death of the late General 
Manager and Vice-President are thus filled by 
the choice of the Board of Directors. 
THE NEW GENERAL MANAGER 


ot the reorganized roads, Mr. Hays, is 
one of the youngest men who is fill- 
ing the position in this country, 


as he is only about 38 years of age, the only 
other man of his age filling the office of General 
Manager of a railroad being President Stone 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad. 
Young as he is, however, Mr. Hays has had a 
long and active experience in the railroad 
business, mest of which has been spent under 
the late A. A. Talmage. The appointment is 
only the confirmation of his temporary p- 
pointment immediately afterthe death of Mr. 
Talmage. 

Mr. Hays’ first experience in the rail- 
road business was in the Missouri Pagjfic, 
into the service of which he entered 
after leaving school and passed through 
nearly every department of the 
road, serving in the Auditor's office 
the freight and passsenger departments and 
the division, assistant and general superin- 


tendents’ offices. In 1874 he went into 
the office of Mr. Talmage, who was 
then General Superintendent of the At- 


lantic & Pacific and the Missouri Pacific 
and since then was constantly with him, ex- 
cepting a brief period, until his death. With 


Mr. Talmage he was in the oflice 
of the general transportation manager of 
the Gould system, and Vice-President 


of the Wabash and Missouri Pacific systems of 
1882. In 188 when Mr. Talmage wus made 
General Manager of the Wabash, St. Louls & 
Pacific, Mr. Hays was made his assistant and 
has remained in this position until he suc- 
ceeded him temporarily and now permanently 


in the General Managership. It is not 
known what salary will be attached 
te the office while Mr. Hays holds 


it nor was it stated whether Mr. How will con- 
tinue to act as treasurer in conjnnction with 
the office of Vice-President, but it is probable 
that he will do so. 


MR. HOW 
who succeed to the Vice- Presidency has hada 
long and honorable connection with the 
Wabash and ite predecessors, extending over 
nearly a score of years and in positions of trust 
He was the agent of the late receivers 
and on the reorganization of the property into 
the Wabash Western was made director and 
Treasurer. Mr. Hays stated to-day that the 
organization of the force of the road would 
remain asitisfor the present and the road 
would be conducted as before.

The women of America are learning the 
value of good health. Ruddy com- 
lexions, and even tan and sunburn, are 
ecoming fashionable. That terrible 
word ‘‘athletic’’ does not now grate 80 
harshly on their ears, because mauvy of 
them are not afraid to develop their 
muscles. As tricycling, therefore, com- 
bines with healthful out-of-door exercise 
delightful companionship, the pleasures 
of travel amidst charming rural scenery, 
and gratification of the senses through 
exhilaration, the sport has come to 
stay. Carriage riding does not accom- 
plish this, for thereis no physical exer- 
cise; walking does not approach it, be- 
cause only certain muscles are used, and 
the fatigue from supporting the weight of 
the body is often severe. In cycling a dif- 
ferent set of muscles are employed; the 
muscles of the neck, shoulders, arms, 
chest, back and limbs are all brought into 
lay and in such manner that the strain 
is equalized, and, in a measure, dis- 
tributed over the whole body. As tothe 
difficulties of learning to ride, they exist 
chiefly in the imagination. Half an 
hour’s practice will accustom the feet to 
the rotary motion of the pedals; after 
that it is only a matter of development of 
the muscles by every-day usein riding 
such distances as the rider can accomplish 
without strain. Nature will do the rest, 
and in time a day’s record of thirty or 
forty miles can easily be accomplished.

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NAMES OF TOWNS AND MEN. 


What Some of Them Mean and Whence 
They Come. 
From the Buffalo Courier. 


Occasionally the subject of names is 
made a study by some scholar in search of 
fresh literary fields and book pastures 
new. The venerable David Dudley Field 
not long siuce delivered an interesting lect- 
ure on the names of towns in this 
State, hurling all the invectives in his op- 
ulent magazine at the half-learned indi- 
vidual, whoever he may have been, who 
strewed this goodly region with the cast- 
ad 8 0 le One and Rome. Prof. 

0 ale College prepared a ve 
entertaining pamphlet on the names 


of the Connecticut} towns, and 
pointed out that the absence of 
282 color in them bore witness. 

the diplomatio caution which 
characterize the colonial history 
of the State, thus presenting a 


sharp contrast to the course of the 
elder colony of Massachusetts, the list of 
towns in which reads like a page of 

Debrett.’’ Occasionally a reporter in a 
dry time helps out his quota with a scintil- 
lation of wit on the never-failing theme 
of the names of his fellow-citizens of 
Polish extraction if he live in Buffalo, or 
of those of Welsh antecedents. if Utica 
claims him for herown. But it must be 
said that the subject of names enerally is 
far from being worked for all fi is worth, 
as Mr. Emerson might have put it. 

The names of towns are often inter- 


esting. Sometimes a story goes 
with them, as in the case 
of Horseheads or Penn Yan. Sometimes 


they commemorate individuals in a quaint 
manner, such as Wilkes-Barre, or Angel- 
ica, which bears the name of one of Gen. 
Schuyler’s daughters; or Marilla, in Erie 
County, named after one of the most re- 
spected and esteemed of the mothers in 
our Buffalo Israel, who is still with us. So 
Euclid, O., which in turn gave a name to 
a famous street, was a tribute of respect 
from the original surveyors to their 
patron saint in mathematics. Again a 
name may illustrate a queer course of 
corruption, as Killingworth, which was 
originally Kenilworth. But the names of 
towns certainly do not surpass in interest 
as fields of study those of families. The 
author of one of the volumes in the 
‘*American Commonwealth” series. Prof. 
Johnston says that the names of the 
Union soldiers who went from the State 
whose history he is telling will almost 
show which town is entitled to each man. 
And it might be remarked that a traveler 
who reads the signsin the Western cities 
of this country can gain a pretty good idea 
of the antecedents of its merchants. If 
a Coffin is met in Indiana the chances 
are stron that the roar of the 
surf upon Nantucket’s coast is a recollec- 
tion of his youth, and that he is a de- 
scendant of the original Tristram Coffin. 
The Balis are for the most part from Block 
Island. Theonly eertain thing abouta

England, where the name jis commoner 
than Smith. A L’Hommedieu, a Loper 
ora Horton is from Long Island, an 
Horton’s Point Light is there to witness if 
welie.

The same in- 
formation could be obtained from a Bush- 
nell, but not from a Waite; the latter 
comes from further east, from beyond the 
shad limit. Of course the Depews and 
the wbole race of Vans are descendants 
of Dutchmen of the Mohawk and Hudson 
valleys, and every Evans or Ellicott is a 
Hving record of the romantic inter- 
marriages of those families and the one 
home that sheltered them all at Ellicott 
Mills, Md.

et shall not be lawful in this State for 
“any railway to charge for freight or pas-

So reads the twelfth section of the 
twelfth article of Missouri’s Constitution, 
and so it has read for twelve years. Ex- 
cursion and commutation tickets are the 
only exception to the rigid rule—not a 
word in it about similar ciroumstances 
and conditions,” no loophole qualification 
about direction“ or like kinds of prop- 
erty.” 
But when, after twelve years of neglect, 
the Legislature enacts the “Swamp Angel” 
bill, the mandate of the Constitution ap- 
pears in this badly perforated and leaky 
condition: 
So. 4. It shall be unlawful for any such 
common carrier to charge or receive any 
greater compensation in the aggregate for the 
transportation of like kinds of property 
under similar circumstances and conditions 
for a shorter than a longer distance over the 
same line in the same direction; provided, 
however—— 
And then follows a string of exceptions 
opening more and wider gaps to facilitate 
evasions of the long-and-short-haul rule. 
Moreover, while the Constitution de- 
clares all railway tracks public highways 
in the fullest sense of the term and with- 
out any exception from its meaning, the 
„Swamp Angel“ law, reiterating the 
same deolaration in the first section, and 
making believe to enforce it in the third 
section, makes a bold attempt to nullify 
it with the words: 
But this provision shall not be construed as 
requiring such common carriers to give the 
use of their tracks or terminal facilities to 
other common carriers engaged in a similar 
business. 
The new law, as printed in Wednesday’s 
Post-DIspaTcu, is disfigured all over with 
just such patchwork, showing the hand of 
the railroad attorney, and its remedtal 
provisions are of such questionable effi- 
cacy that if its mandates are carried out 
in good faith by the railroads, they will 
be entitled to much credit for changing 
their policy and courting the good will of 
the public by voluntary obedience to law. 
But with all its defects the railroad leg- 
islation of the present General Assembly, 
considered as a whole, embodies here and 
there enough of the State Constitution to 
establish the relations between the rail- 
roads and the public firmly upon a new 
basis—a basis in which law and equity 
will eventually take the place of a rail- 
roaddespotism exercised over the public in 
utter disregard of justice and often in 
open defiance of publio policy and the 
fundamental law of the State.

WHERE the Constitution forbids the 
State to make any law respecting any 
establishment of religion or restricting 
the freedom of religious worship every 
church organization is a free and volun- 
tary association, as much so as any 
political or social club, and membership 
therein is a matter of mutual consent 
entirely. Any man is free to withdraw 
from it at will, and the association is free 
to exclude or expel any person according 
to its own tests and rules of membership, 
whether those rules relate to beliefs or 
conduct, and whether they be established 
and administered by a congregation, a 
committee, a vestry, a bishop or chief 
priest. No man has a legal or natural 
right to require any such organization to 
receive, retain or recognize him as a 
member. It is for the Oatholic Church 
alone, through its recognized author- 
ities, to decide when its priests 
shall be deprived of their sacerdo- 
tal functions for disobedience or on ac- 
count of their political speeches and acts. 
Whether Father MCGLYNN was deposed 
and excommunicated for political heresy 
or disobedience he has not been deprived of 
any of his rights as an American citizen. 
He has only been made freer by being re- 
lieved from any obligations he was for- 
merly under to the Catholic Church as a 
priest-or as a member.

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A CHINESE MONOPOLY. 


The Celestial Barbers of New York Insug- 
urate a War of Hates. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
New York, July 7.—Lee Ah Chong and Wong 


Ohung, two of the principal Chinese barbers 
on Mott street, are at war with each other on 
rates. The tonsorial art among the New York 
Chinese is something of a monopoly. Two 
years ago there was only one professional bar- 
ber among nearly 6,000 Chinamen. He made 
quite a fortune out of bis trade and a few 
months ago returned to China with quite a 
large bank account. The charge was 75 
cents for a shave and gueue braid, but 
the single barber's success here soon 
the Golden Gate and in a short time 
ee knights of the razor came and set- 
tled here. Immediately a war of rates began. 
From 75 cents the charge was reduced to 50, 
and this rate was steadily adhered to by all the 
barbers until afew days ago, when it leaked 
out that Wong Chung was secretly braiding 
queues at the rate of 55 cents per head; this In- 
eluded a round shave of the head, fifteen min- 
utes tickling of the ears and a shave under the 
eye - lids. e Ah Chong, his principal op.

A JOURNALISTIC ENTERPRISE. 


Southern Publishers Projecting the Estab- 
lishment of a Paper in New York. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCRH. 

NEW ORLEANS, July 7.—The report has been 
current for some time in this city that a num- 
ber of Southern newspaper proprietors pro- 
pose to establish anewspaper in New York. 
Conferences were known to have been held 
between Messrs. E. A. Burke of the New 
Orleans Times-Democrat; A. H. Belo of the 
Galveston News andthe Dallas News; H. W. 
Grady of the Atlanta Constitution, and W. J. 
Keating of the Memphis Appeal. Maj. Burke 
said to-day that there was a project to publish 
a paper in New York. He tnus set forth the 
object of the paper: 

A Prince of the royal families never basa 
pain in his toe, or a Princess anew gown that 
the fact is not faithfully chronicled the next 
morning in New York, but the 9,000 columns of 
the great metropolitan journals can take no 
notiee of the fourteen great States of the South 
that are n the rest of the States in 
the ratio of their progress, and gaining in 
wealth at the rate of nearly $200,000,000 a year. 


Investigation of the subject proved that 
this neglect was not due to prejudice. 
Business reasons were at the  bot- 


tom of the matter. New York publishers 
4 * tor the —— aggregate circulation, 
n New York, and Gannot give due space to the 
South without throwing away local and spe- 
cial matter that is demanded bythe oosmo- 
politan population. Upon reflection I became 
satisfied that this field could be occupied prof- 
itably for the South and for those who could 
and would undertake the work, and in many 
conversations with Messrs. Grady, Belo and 
Keating I found a concurrence of opinion. The 
steps taken so far are only preliminary. Ne- 
gotiations are pending with the New York 
press proprietors, news associations, tele- 
graph companies, and about all that can be 
said further is that the gentlemen named are 
disposed to undertake the publication of a 
newspaper in New York to be chiefly devoted 
to the material interests of the touth, if proper 
arrangements Cau be made to that end, There 
are no financial difficuities in the way. We 
would throw about 20,000 words of Southern 
news daily into New York, gathered at such 
central points as New Orleans, Galveston, 
Dallas, Mempbis, Nashville, Atlanta and Ren- 
mond, and itis, perhaps, needless to say that 
the news service would be something more 
than the sensational record of casualties now 
furnished.’’

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JUDGE DILLON DENIES A DIVO TO MBS. 


MARGERET C. SOMES, * 


She Is Permitted te Bring a New Suit on 
Other Grounds—A Remarkable Case of 
Marriage Withont Ceremony—William H. 
Nave Suesthe City for Damages—A Pit- 
fall on Lindell Avenue—Grievance of 
Compton Hill Residents—Matters in Liti- 
gation. ’ , 


Judge Dillon to-day rendered a decision in 
the divorce case of Margaret O. Somes against 
Samuel M. Somes, in which the parties lived 
together thirteen years without a marriage | 
ceremony. A decree dismissing the petition 
is entered, but without prejudice to the right 
of the plaintiff to bring a new action for 
divorce. She alleged as the ground for 
divorce that Mr. Somes, for a long period 
prior to October 25, 1884, had 
offered her great indignities and finally on 
that day he drove her from him and from 
home. The fact that she may have had an- 
other ground of divorce could not avail her 
in this case as she did not allege any other 
ground in her petition. Judge Dillon holds 


that the evidence did not show that 
she was entitled a decree of 
divorce on the grounds alleged, saying 


nothing about the fact of whether there was 
a marriage or not. 

The evidence showed that on the 2th of 
October, 1884, the plaintiff andthe defendant 
came to an agreement by which Mr. 
Somes gave the plaintiff some cash and 


some notes, amounting in all to $500, 
and the plaintiff’ according to her 
own statement agreed to o south 
and visit her daughter living at Vicksburg. 


The Court thinks that the plainriff was satisfied 
with the arrangement. There was nothing to 
show that this action was not voluntary on 
her part, consequently the allegation that she 
was driven from home at that time was not 
proven. The plaintiff went South and did not 
return to St. Loais except for a few days at one 
time, when she stopped with some friends 

until the opens of this year, a period of abou 

two and a half years. It would seem that, hav- 
ing agreed to accept $500 for visiting for two 
or three years, thatat the expiration of that 
time she ought to have offered to re- 
turn to her husband before bringing a suit 
for divorce. 80 far as the evidence shows 
she never spoke to him from the time she went 
South in October, 1884, until she brought this 
suit. 

It Mr. Somes, on the offer of the plaintiff to 
return aud live with him as his wife, should 
refuse to recognize her as such, or improperly 
treat her, it would be unjustto have her con- 
cluded by the judgment in this case based 
on these grounds. The dismissal is there- 
fore without prejudice to her right to bring a 
new suit.

CASTE IN THE NAVY. 


The Difference Between a Big Captain and a 


Common Doctor. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 


The following screed, written by a naval 
officer for private ciroulation and not in- 
tended for general publication, was found 
in the Navy Yard Saturday.

It was 
only after the most abject and profuse 
apologies that the Captain allowed him 
to stay in the—I beg pardon, in his—ser- 
vice. On one of the vessels during the 
war a young doctor, just M h the 
—— — n man on the sick list 
whom the captain did not want there. 


The man only had neumonia 
or something like hat It 
couldn’t have been a fever 

because the First Lieutenant always kept 


the berth deck (where the men sleep) wet 
nicely with salt water. The Captain at 
once sent for the doctor and demanded to 
know how he dared to put that man on 
the sick list. The frightened doctor at- 
tempted to mumble some feeble excuses, 
when the Captain roared out: Silence, 
bir, when you speak to your commanding 
moor!“ The poor doctor flew from the 
cabin and was next heard of at Omaha 
oe bie way West. It is believed he iss 
going. 

Another instance occurred where the 
doctor of aship had the audacity to com- 
plain because all the breathing-places 
and all the bathrooms, closets, etc., were 
appropriated by the captain, while the 
other officers and the crew were confined 
to the lower decks, This was none of the 
doctor’s business, as this state of things 
had always obtained and does still obtain. 
The captain at once had the doc- 
tor court-marshalled and condemned 
to death. But the doctor had a 

ull and his friends had the sen- 

nce mitigated to 2 for life. 
Hie is now serving out his term on the Wet 
Tortugas. Notwithstanding all these 
privileges itis impossible to get medical 
men to enter the navy. They have other 
advantages. Whether married or single 
when a doctor enters the service he is 
allowed to eat, sleep, dress and undress in 
u real sociable manner, in a nice little 
room in the steerage, about 6 by 8, with a 
dozen midshipmen. Still they won't come.

A Local Preacher Arrested in West Virginia 
for Illicit Distilling. 
By Telegraph to the Fosr-Disraron. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., July 7.—In 1888 Mason 
Cunningham of Jackson County, who was act- 
ing as agentforthe Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment, while searching for illicit distilleries in 
that county, near Kentucky, was fired on by 
some parties inambush and killed. From that 


time it has been suspected by the Government 


authorities that a still was being operated il- 
licitly in that neighborhood, On June 29 last 


some parties working in the woods near Ken- 
tucky, which ie on Kanawha County line, 
saw suspicious lights. They investigated 
and found it to be a distillery, and informed 
United States Commissioner Dubois, who 
issueti warrants for Perry Drake, Frank Har- 
ris and W. 8. Keyser. Deputy-Marshad Van 
Buren left this city on June 80 to arrest these 
men. July 1 he brought in heyser and on the 
8d Harris. Their trial was set for the 4th, and 
Drake and Harris turned State’s evidence 

ainst Keyser. They were discharged and 
Keyser cominitted to jail to appear at Park- 
ersburg in the United States Circuit Oourt, 
July 13.

THEY ARE CRITICISED.

Manager Barnie Is Determined Never to 
Talk Again—Oapt. “Tommy” Burns 
Chatse—Latham’s Fines—Attendance on 
the National Holiday—Base Ball News 
and Gossip—Diamond Chat. 


The atmosphere around the lobby of the 
Lindell Hotel tnis morning wen very Salti- 
morean. Capt. Tommy Burns sat with his 
chair tilted back and his feet against a pillar 
and he was surrounded by the members of the 
club, who with their loquacious chief were 
discussing the probabdilities of a riot at Sports- 
man’s Park th afternoon. The Baltimores 
are pretty badly cut up over what 
they term the abuse“ which has 
been heaped upon them by the news- 
papers not only in this city but 
in every town in the United States of over 
10,000 inhabitants, their own city, of course, 
excepted. -They say that since the pleasant 
little Welch episode last month every news- 
paper has been ‘‘roasting’* them, ‘‘shooting 
the soup’’ into them and subjecting them to 
other and various kinds of treatment described 
somewhat after the above fashion tn their own 
peculiar jargon. 

„Everywhere we go said Mr. Burns, bor- 
rowing a chew of tobacco from a friend, ‘‘we 
get it in the neck about Tucker being a loafer 
and me being a bully andthe rest of the club 
alot of hoodlums. They say we are rowdies 
and ought to be stoned to death and all that 
kind of talk. Well, we got to the hotel in 
safety anyhow, and were not met with shot- 
guns as some people said we were going to be. 
Iclaim we’re not rowdies or hoodiums, and 
we are no tougher than other ball players. 
There’s one consolation we have left anyhow, 
and that is we can earn our little $10 a week 
holiering ‘strawberries’ and ‘potatoes’ as Mr. 
Caylor says. 

Mr. Burns relieved his overweighted bosom 
by throwing off much more matter like the 
above and he was assisted by his confreres,who 
all agreed thatthe Baltimores were the most 
lamblike and slandered club in the Associa- 
tion and thatthey bad learned mostof their 
tricks from the Champions. The row in Bal- 
timore was gone over stage by stage, and ev- 
ery possible side of it was brought to 
view, all which, however, showed 


that Mr. Burns and his party were the real 
sufferers. The champion kicker dwelt ppon 
the injustice which had been done bim, with 
tours fn his eyes, and sincerely hoped that the 
day was not far off when the St. Louis public 
would learn to appreciate the Baltimore Club 
at its proper value and set down naugiit in 
malice.’’ 

President Barnie was seen and his words 
were all to the same effect as were those of 
his ‘‘able’’ captain, with this difference: that 
Mr. Barnie was emphatic in his remarks to an 
extreme. When he was innocentiv interro- 
gated -sto his opinion on President Lon der 
Abe's 50 per cent plan, the Baltimore director 
said:

Because the manner in which 1 have been 
misrepresented and abused in this 
city is shameful. I have always 
been straightforward in my actions. 


As for Mr. Von der Ahe’s plan I simply have to 
say that it it is to his interest to go into the 
League the sooner he goes the better it will be 
tor him. Any business man oucht to know 
whattodoinsuch cases. Besides, anything 
Icould say now would be Irrelevant. I have a 
vote on matters of that kind, and when the 
time comes tor me to vote I will vote.

Mr. Barnie further said that he desired his 
club should be accorded the — — treatment 
in this city.
